An oxtroordinary meeting of shareholderi was 
held in the Compimy'i office on Wednesday, 11th 
Fehnury, 1874^ at which it was resolved to re* 
open the ahaio list of ' the Company, which, it 
will bo'r^Uected, was closed upon the 1st of 
December last, and up till whioh time 2195 
ahares had been taken up.

Friday, August 14. 

On the Bcoond reading of the Railways 
Bill, ' Mr Meryyn eu^ested tha^t surveys 
should be made in the Clvde district to ascer- 
tain the beet route for tiie mam line. TJie 
present linee^ being along' the seaboard, 
opened up vely little country. 

Mr T. L. Sheph erd ditepproved of the blind - 
ness pf the Provincial autlioritiea in not con- 
structing an arterial line through the Proviiico 
to tap the goldfields and the large quantity 
of Crown land now idle. 

Mr J, K. Brown suggested an extension of 
the schedule as regarded the Canterbury rail- 
ways. , 

The Premier said that the groat work the 
Government had in view was to caiTy for- 
ward the ^4k trunk main lines from Auck- 
land to Wellington, whether by the east or 
west coasts, and to connect Nelson with tho 
West* Coast and Marlborough with North 
Canterbury. These must be first carried out, 
and the branch lines to Tokomairiro and 
Dunstan might then be dealt with. The 
branch lines should ba a charge upon the land 
fund, as they so much enhanced the value of 
the land. Already £206,500 hail been voted 
for railways in Ot^o put of a total sum of 
£557,500 authorised. 

The Premier announced that probably the 
Polynesian Islands '^ade Bill would not be 
proceeded further with this session. In any 
case ^ could not proceed with it while tho 
abolition debate was pending, and the result 
of which was so uncertain. 

The whole of Monday’s sitting was taken 
up with the debate on the Abolition of Pro- 
vinces Bill. 



Tuksday, August 18, 

Mr Shepherd asked whether the Govern- 
ment would cause a case to be submitted for 
the decision of the Supreme Court as to the 
I right of miners to foul rivers and streams 
under the existing Goldfields Acts. He ex- 
plained that several suits had been com- 
menced in Otago against miners for fouling 
streams, and it would be much in the interest 
of miners that the doubt at present existing 
as to their right to do so should be set at rest. 
The cheapest way would be for a friendly 
suit to be institute, with the object of laying 
a caae before the Supreme Court for decision. 

The Premier said the Government were 
fully alive to the importance of the question, 
and, having regard to the interests of the 
parties, would consent to pay the costs of both 
sides, if the litigairts would consent to such a 
I course. Mr Shepherd, in reply, said it would 
, be easy, if necessary, to raise a friendly suit 
with tho view of deciding the question, and 
the steps to be taken. He would take ^van- 
tage of the offer of the Government, 

The Cromwell W ater works Bill, introduced 
by Mr T. L. Shepherd, and authorising tho 
Corporation to raise £6,000, for a water sup- 
ply, has passed through both Houses. 

The debate on the North Island question 
was continued. 

Wednesday, August 19, 

In the Legislative Council, during consider- 
ation of the Burial Ground Closing Bill, tho 
following clause was carried on a division 
by 16 to 10 ‘‘It shall be lawful for any 
person, hy will or deed, duly executed, to 
direct that his or her body shall after death 
bo disposed of by burning the same to ashes, 
instead of by burial in the eartli ; and it shall 
be lawful for the executors of such person to 
cariy into effect such directions, provided 
that such burning shall be conducted in a 
manner which shall not create any public or 
private nuisance.” 

The abolition resolutions occupied the time 
of the Assembly in a great measure until 
Thursday evening, when a diviBion token 
rather hurriedly with the following result : —

Mr John Skene, of 'the Dunedin Labour 
Excbaifge, reports-' as ■ follows for the -week 
ending 'August 17, 1874 ' 

All the pick and choice of our late arrivals ! 
are settled down at suitable work. Ear too 
mahy are still on the hands of the Govern- 
ment, but" they are very unsuitable for the" 
country settlements of Otagol Some of th ese 
may some day make good colOiiiats, but they 
are slow to move of their onm accord, think- 
ing it is the duty of the Governmoiit to think 
and act for them always. There is- a decided 
scarcity of the genuine stamp of . country 
folks at present, .There is no doubt but that 
sliephcrds, ploughracn, and female servants 
will be short for the season before us, and 
good railway men cannot be got ; there is a 
great deal of heavy work for Such to get 
through, and safe to last for years, until the 
inland towns are connected by a regular net- 
work of railways. A good miiriy TictOrian 
and Tasmaniali workmen are landing here, 
and they have nO trouble in getting work. 
Engagements are making as follows : — Shep- 
herds, ploughmen, and gardcnCrs get from 
L.55 to L.G5 and rations ; if married, and 
wife helps, L.80 td‘L.90 ; day labourers, 
8s., ‘93,^* and lOs. per day; masons, carpen- 
ters, and bricklayers, I2s. to 14s. per clay ; 
tailors and shoemakers, at piece work, from 
L.3 to'L.4 per iveek.; Nurse girls get from 
L.20,' L30, L.35, and L.40 ; cooks, barmaids, 
and housekeepers, from 20s. to 30s. per week. 
Smart lads and youngsters get from 8s. to l5s, 
per week and found. ‘ Too many neglect their 
senooling for a small wage.

O’Neill was a good swearer, and what he now 
said in the matter was not worth v of credence. 
..-The Warden could dot allow the Court to be 
turned into a hcar-garden.' Mr Cowan must be 
more: discreet in., his langu^e, and Mr O’Neill 
must^ay anything he wished to ?ay through his 
solicitor. , . 

Mr Cowan asked that the necessity of serving a 
summons on Petersen be done away with, seeing 
that the man, had. gone to Sweden. 

Mr Wilson objected. A person whom the law 
placed the utmost confidence in had taken it 
upon him to alter the complaint, and . it was not 
to be expected that be should be allowed to play 
fast and loose, as suited him. * . 

The jWarden adjourned the ca^e ; summons 
for Petersen to be served in accordance with the 
Regulations, at his claim or place of residence. 

Da^ mid others v: Goodger and others, — M r 
Cowan, for plaintiffs, applied fur a similar order 
with regard to Petersen in this case. 

- Mr Onwap would here bring under the notice 
of the Warden the fact that he had been refused 
a request to make a search through Court docu- 
ments by the Clerk of the Court. He would 
ask if solicitors were not allowed to make such a 
seJii'ch, or were they to' be Satisfied with the 
word of the Clerk as to whether any certain 
document was to be found or not ? 

The Warden said it depended entirely on the 
amount of trust the Clerk was disposed to place 
ill the person asking for leave to search. The 
Clerk was responsible for the Court documents, 

Mr Cowan said the fact was that the Clerk 
was iu the practice of holding interests in mining 
property, and he therefore wished to keep the 
existence of certain transfers, &e,, a secret. 

. 'flhe Warden said an accusation of that sort 
must be made in writing. 

Mr Cowan said he would make it in writing. 
He hoped that in the remarks by the Bench, no 
insinuation was made as regarded himself or any 
member of his honourable profession. The Clerk 
might not think him trustworthy, but he did not 
care a straw what the Clerk thought about him. 

Mr Simpson interrupted. He had been con- 
nected with the profession from his youth up, 
and knew what was due to. it, and what was to 
be expected from it ; and he had beeU careful to 
state that he hoped no member of the profession 
would be considered unworthy by the Clerk of 
being allowed to search. 

The application was granted.

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OARDRONA MINING NEWS. 



( Bn our Reptirttr. ) 

This winter ia said to have been the moat 
severe experienced on thia goldfield for the 
last eight or nine yean/ The frost and anow 
have caused great damage t \ the water-racea, 
and it will be aozue time before work can be 
fairly recommenced in many of the clainw, aa 
the damage done will have to be repaired^ 
both as regards head and tail-races. All the 
sluicing claims in the creek are at a atand- 
rtill, and the only parties working are a few 
Chinese who work with the water from the 
creek itself. At Branch Creek, after an en- 
forced idleness cansed by the frost of about 
two mon^a, a fresh start has been made, and 
work is being proceeded with. 

The deep-sinking claims are still working 
3Way steadily. 

The Empire claim kee]^ seven men em- 
ployed, all shareholders, ^is claim appears 
to contun very good patches, and averages 
good wages generally, — The Great Extended 
^late Band of Hope) now have a shaft down 
about 130 feel, and have driven up towards 
the hill about 200 feet prospecting for the 
^eep lead. Foul air is apparently going to 
cause them a great deal o! trouble and ex- 
pense. This party are exceedingly unfortu- 
xiate. They have steadily worked away for 
the last two or three years, contending 
against really extraordinary difficulties, and 
now, just when they had every prospect of 
Teaping the fruition of their lalranr, they fall 
BcrosB this foul air, as if nothing but trouble 
were in store for them. In consequence, 
they will have to shift their plant farther 
back, and sink another shaft near the end of ; 
the present drive, when they hope to strike the 
lead without further difficulty. — The Enter- 
prise, lately purchased by Mr J. Torrie, 
appears to be making small wages. The 
working of this claim is hindered gfreatly, 
owing to the great body of water which ap- 
parently is backed up at the head. But 
they are now fetching up a tail-race from the 
front of the claim, with which they will be 
able to thoroughly drsun it, when they will 
have no difficulty in making it pay. — The 
Banner of War party are fetching their 
washdirt a distance of about 600 feet from 
the incline. This claim to all appearances 
is one of the thost lasting and best paying, 
ones on the creek. The result of their last^ 
week's work was about 13 ounces. The 
claim gives steady emplo 3 rment to seven or 
eight men, all shareholders. — ^Messrs Bond 
and Cooper have applied for the Old Gin and 
'Raspberry and Pirate clmms, comprising 
about six acres. This was at one time the 
richest ground on the creek. 



MUNICIPAL COUNCIL.

The regular meeting of the above body 
took place in the Council Chamber on Fri- 
day, 21st instant. Present : the Mayor (Mr 
D. A. Jolly), Crs Wright, Shaiily, Wietter, 
Taylor, HayeSj and Grant. 

There was a very fair attendance of the 
public. 

MINDTES- 

Tbe minutes of previous meetings were 
read and confirmed. 

CORBESPONDEyCE. 

The Town Clerk read the inward corres- 
pondence. It consisted of : — An application 
by Mr James Stuart to lease a section near 
the Courthouse ; a letter from Wellington, 
acknowledging receipt of the intimation of 
Mayor’s election ; a circular from the Thames 
Borough Council, asking if something could 
not be done by united action on the part of 
Corporations in the Colony, to secure pub- 
lican’s and other license fees, dog-tax, &c., 
as part of their revenue ; a letter from Mr 
J. R. Cowan, solicitor to the Corporation, 
detailing the steps necessary to he taken in re 
waterworks for the town ; an application from 
Mr J ames Taylor to divert portion of water 
in the town-race ; an application by Mr G. 
W. Goodger to lease 10 ft. Gin. of the Cor- 
poration reserve between his hotel and Mr 
Colclough’s residence, such being necessary 
as a right-of-way to his back premises ; an 
application^ from Messrs Brummy and Heron 
to use portion of the footpath, near- Hallcn- 
stein and Co.'s store ; a letter from the 
Minister of Justice, Wellington, conferring 
the appointment of J.P. on the newly-elected 
Mayor ; a telegram from Mr T. L. Shep- 1 
herd, M.H.R., stating that the Waterworks 
Bill had passed the House ; and a letter from 
the Provincial Government, regarding the 
occupancy of Block DC, and of portion of the 
street. 

THAMES BOROUGH COUyCTl, 

Regarding the circular from this body, the 
Mayor said up North they were apparently 
behind the times. Corporations in this Pro- 
vince had enjoyed for some time the bles- 
sings the Tliames Council wished to agitate 
for. 

A motion that the circular be answered to 
this effect was carried. 

APPLICATIONa TO LEASE. 

In relation to these applications, — those of 
Messrs Goodger and Stuart, made that even- 
ing, and one by Mr Murrell, made pre- 
viously, — Cr Grant moved that consideration 
of them be adjourned. He was going to give 
notice of motion to the effect that all the 
municipal reserves be looked up, and steps 
taken to make them become reproductive. 
Or Haves seconded this motion. 

Cr Wright moved as an amendment, that 
the applications for ground near the Town- 
hail be now considered, and that they be 
refused. He was strongly averse to leasing 
any more of the ground near the Council 
Chamber, as it might bo required some day 
for Corporation building purposes.

Mr Cowan’s letter was referred to the con- 
sideration of the Public Works and Legisla- 
tive and Rate Oommitteea. 

BLOOK IX, 

The Mayor then brought before the notice 
of the Council the letter from the Provincial 
Government in relation ^ the above ques- 
tion. Th e following is a copy of the letter ; — 

The Mayor said he was surprised at the 
Government taking notice of the letter re- 
ferred to. The writer of that letter had 
shown very scant courtesy to the Council in 
first not communicating with it. The proper 
course would have been to ask the Council to 
deal with the vexed question, and if it had 
refused, then to go to the Government, He 
had taken the trouble to look through the 
Corporation letter book, and had noted all 
the correspondence which had taken place on 
the subject. 

Cr Grant asked whether they were to un- 
derstand that they should deal with the 
Block IX. question, or simply in the mean- 
time with the letter before them. One thing 
he would like to know was, who this Marsh 
was, or what he had to do with it I Was the 
person a man or a woman ? 

The Mayor said the person was called Mr 
Marsh in the letter. He asked the Town 
Clerk to read tbe correspondence referred to. 
This having been done, 

The Mayor said it would be best to con- 
sider what reply to send to the letter from 
the Government. 

Cr Wright could not see that any reply was 
required. The Government gave ^em a 
positive command on the subject, 

Cr Taylor said, in his opinion, the sending 
of a letter to the Government by a private 
citizen was an insult to the Council. He 
w ould move that the letter be sent back to 
the Government, and they be told to refer 
the matter to the Council itself. The posi- 
tion of members of the Council was not a 
rosy one ; they got any amount of blame 
and chaff,” but no praise ; and a deliberate 
insult like the present should be resented. 
If they were to be dictated to by the Govern- 
ment as to their duty, it was time they were 
dissolved and sent about their business. 

The Mayor asked the Council to consider 
before taking such an extreme step; it 
would be as great an insult to the Govern- 
ment as that offered to the Council. 

Cr "Whetter seconded Cr Taylor’s proposi- 
tion, and thought they should take a firm 
stand. 

Cr Shanly handed in a petition on the sub- 
ject from certain townspeople, which the 
Mayor said would be dealt with in proper 
time. 

Cr Grant moved, as an amendment to Cr 
Taylor’s motion, the TJnder-Secreta^’s 
letter be, acknowledged, and that the Govern- 
ment be requested to furnish the Council 
with the particulars of the grievance com- 
plained of, no complaints having been made 
to this Council respecting the width of Mel- 
more-terrace, or the inhabitants located on 
Block IX,” He said the Council had not 
sufficient information before them as to what 
was complained of on which to act. He must 
say that he was surprised at Mr John Marsh, 
who of all men should have been the last to 
write in the matter. In the first place, he 
was an ex-Co\mcillor, and if there had been 
any faults on the part of the Council in their 
action regarding the Block, ho was in a man- 
ner partly responsible ; besides, he knew the 
proper cause to adopt . in courtesy to the 
Council. And it looked bad for him to go 
to the Government with a complaint in the 
matter ; ha was one of the first transgressors, 
and still occupied a portion of the street. 
While a member of the Council, also, he had 
run foul of the Bridge reserve, and he suc- 
ceeded in becoming a possessor under rather 
questionable circumstances. The Govern- 
ment had placed a valuation on the allotment, 
when he (Mr Marsh) applied for it, of L.3 
a foot frontage ; but by means of private in- 
fluence, he h?^ got it added to BlockXXVII., 
and bought it quietly for L.5. It was an 
old cry of Mr Marsh’s that squatocracy atid 
progression 

Cr Taylor interrupted, and the Mayor sug- 
gested brevity, 

Cr Grant acquiesced. He was sorry to have 
to speak in this way, but there was no other 
course open to him. A well-knovn quota- 
tion was exceedingly applicable to Mr Marsh's 
action : 

Man's inhumADity to man 

Mskes countless thousands noam. 

Cr Hayes seconded the amendnent. He 
thought it a much wiser course to adopt, than 
to insult the Government by returning their 
letter. 

The amendment was then put, with the 
following result: Fo;*, (3) Mesffs Grant, 
Hayes, and Wright ; against, (8) Messrs 
Taylor, Shanly, and Whetter. The Mayor 
gave his casting vote in favour of the amend- 
ment| which was declared carried. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEES. 

The Financial Committee brougU up a re- 
port on a number of accounts presented for 
payment, and these were then dea'i with. 

The Public Works Committee also presented 
a report. Regarding the selectioi of a site 
for a manure depot, they reported that a site 
near the slaughtering yards would be most 
suitable, if it were not found that the expense 
of carting rubbish and other mitter there 
would he too great. The present depot, if 
proptrly looked a/ier, would also be very suit- 
able. It was sandy soil, and Corporation 
property ; and the deposit of manuro on it 



would do much to fertilise it, and aid the 
growth of the seeds which the Council had 
given instructions should be sown upon it. 
They also requested that as early as pouible 
they would be furnished with a statement of 
what funds were available for public works. 
The report was received. 

After some amount of discussion, Cr Hayes 
proposed that the present depot be retained. 
He thought the deposit of manure had al- 
re^y done good by preventing the s^nd from 
rising ; and he believed that by continuing 
it the sand nuisance would be greatly 
lessened. , 

Cr Wright seconded this, and it was car- 
ried. 

GRAVELLING FOOTPATHS AND STREET. 

In reference to Cr Shanly’s notice of motion 
with regard to the above matter, it was 
deemed advisable to let it stand over until 
gravel could be obtained from the cutting in 
Sligo-street. 

BARTH-CLOSET 8TSTEU. 

The Mayor said the Council might consider 
it necessary to take some steps in order to 
have the above system carried out in its en- 
tirety. One citizen to comply with the bye- 
law, and another not, would never succeed in 
effecting the object sought to be gained. 

Cr Whetter would certainly Uko to see 
some strict measures devised to compel the 
universal adoption of the system. He would 
propose that the Inspector of Kuisanco be 
instructed to do his duty thoroughly in the 
matter. 

Cr Shanly seconded this, and it was carried. 

STREET OLEANINQ, RTO. 

Cr Hayes proposed that ** Tenders be 
called for cleaning the street, attending to 
the water-rice, removing rubbish and manure 
to the depot, and performing the scavenger’s 
work generally, for three months.*' 

Cr Shanly seconded the motion, and it was 
carried. 

In the matter of the supervision of this con- 
tract, a discussion took place. Or Taylor sug- 
gested that the members of the Public Works 
Committee might take it upon themselves to 
see that the contract was faithfully performed. 
Too much was expended on commission and 
inspection fees, and retrenchment was re- 
quired.— Cr Grant a^eed, and thought it was 
high time to economise. — Or Shanly objected 
to the members of the Public Works Com- 
mittee acting as a kind of Inspectors of Nui- 
sances, and he for one would not do it. The 
beat plan would be to give a decent salary to 
an Inspector of Nuisances, and then they 
could have a person responsible for the work 
of supervision. 

Cr Taylor gave notice of motion that the 
salary of the Inspector of Nuisances be in- 
creased to L.IO, and ^on the suggestion of 
Cr Shanly) that L.5 be added for looking 
after the scavenger’s contract. 

BLOCK IX. AGAIN, 

Cr Grant gave notice of motion to the effect 
that the Council take into consideration the 
subject of the width of Melmore-terrace, and 
the advisability of having Block IX. sur- 
veyed and sold. 

. CONCLUSION, 

A vote of thanks to the Mayor concluded 
the meeting. 



DUNEDIN LABOUR MARKET.

Mr John Skene, of the Dunedin Labour 
Exchange, reports as follows for the week 
ending August 17, 1874 

All the pick and choice of our late arrivals 
are settled down at , suitable work. Far too 
many are still on the hands of the Govern- 
ment, but they are very unsuitable for the 
country settlements of Otago. Some of these 
may some day make good colonists, but they 
are slow to move of their own accord, think- 
ing it is the duty of the Government to think 
and act for them always. There is a decided 
scarcity of the genuine stamp of country 
folks at present. There is no doubt but that 
shepherds, ploughmen, and female servants 
will be short for the season before us, and 
good railway mon cannot be got ; there is a 
great deal of heavy work for such to get 
through, and safe to last for years, until the 
inland towns are connected by a regular net- 
work of railways. A good many Victorian 
and Tasmanian workmen are landing here, 
and they have no trouble in getting work. 
Engagements are making as follows Shep- 
herds, ploughmen, and gardeners get from 
L.65 to L.65 and rations ; if married, and 
wife helps, L.80 to L.90; day labourers, 
8s., 9s., and lOs. per day; masons, carpen- 
ters, and bricklayers, 12s. to 14s. per day ; 
tailors and shoemakers, at piece work, from 
L.3 to L.4 per week. Nurse girls get from 
L.20, L30, L.36, and L.40 ; cooks, barmaids, 
and housekeepers, from 20s. to 30s. per week. 
Smart lads and youngsters get from 8s. to 16s. 
per week and found. Too many neglect their 
acnooUug for a small wage.

BUILDING IMPROVEMENTS. 

♦ 

MESSRS I. HAXLBN8TEIN AND CO.’s NEW WARE- 
HOUSE. 

As we stated last week, new preruigeg for 
Messrs I, Hallenstein and Co. are being 
erepted in Melmore-street on a site adjoining 
the present store. We have been favoured 
with a description of the intended erection, 
which is now in course of progress. 

The building will be of two stories, having 
a frontage to the street of 66 feet. On the 
ground floor, there will be the store, 33ft. 
Gin. X 30ft., with a handsome staircaao lead- 
ing to the floor above, which will contain 
aliow-roomfi, &c. The whole will be elegantly- 
fitted up, and the rooms well lighted. The 
building will also contain the manager’s resi- 
dence, having an entrance-hall on the ground 
floor, communicating with the store on one 
side, and with the dining-room, &c., on the 
other. The dining-room will be 15ft, 6in. 
by l2ft., and the kitchen 14ft. by 12ft. In 
the hall ia placed the staircase to first-floor. 
This floor contains a drawing-room, 16ft. 6in. 
by 12ft., and three large bedrooms and a 
bath-room. The height of the ceiling in the 
ground-floor will bo lift. Gin. clear, and in 
first-floor, 10ft, Gin. The walls will be built 
of stone and concrete, and, with the ceilings, 
will be plastered throughout inside. 

The building externally will have a very 
imposing appearance, and is designed as fol- 
lows ; — From the basecourse at each end of 
front rise pilasters 21 feet in length, on which 
is supported the main entablature. This 
will consist of moulded architraves, frieze, 
and cornice, the latter supported by beauti- 
fully moulded cantilivers. The main pilas- 
ters will liave moulded caps and bases, the 
former having enrichments in each. Be- 
tween the two floors will be a moulded string- 
course, &c., stopping on the main pilasters. 
These will be supported by a series of smaller 
coupled pilasters, along the whole front. 
The store will have plate glass front, and 
handsome entrance doorway, the latter to bo 
folding, and fitted with crystal handles and 
finger plates. The front of the building to 
Melmore-street will be finished in Portland 
cement. 

The contractors are Messrs Drummy and 
Heron, of Cromwell, and the architect is Mr 
F. W. Burwell, of Queenstown.

There are several ways of catching turtle, 
’but the most usual is to watch for them at 
, Tnight. When tl)ey are taken! during the 
<day,’ it is. generally by surprising them while 
they are asleep on the surface of the water; 
.’On those occasions the practice is, so soon as 
. ?the'‘ turtle is discovered, for^’ several persons 
, ^0 out to him in a canoe, aiicl paddle silently 
alongside, when they seize him and lift hiui 
. board -before he knows what is going bn. 

Tlicy are quite harmless, exCe^jt in the mere 
matter' of ■ floundering and striking out with 
th^ir flippers, with which they can deliver a 
severe blow, . .It is very rare for them to at- 
tempt to bite, ' When a turtle is found sleep- ! 
ing, and he be of great size, . and but few men 
"to seize him, it is usual to harp>ooft him. 
During the breeding season these creatures 
are very careless of their safety ; they are 
found in congeries, and, under certain cir- 
cumstances, exhibit no sense .^of danger, or 
tlesire to escape from the presence of man. 
When several turtles are in’ this state, a like 
number of^ men, having ai;i|)roachod them in 
n canoe, will jump overboard and lay hold of 
them thus : the man gets on the back of the 
turtle,' and takes hold with his hands of the 
front- o£.‘ the shell, just behind the neck. 
This. prevents him from “ sounding,” that is 
to say, going down head foremost, as a turtle 
will always do when alarmed, if not prevented, 
as in this case he is cfToctually by the weight 
of the man on bis back. Ho is thils quite 
helpless, for he has no idea of getting rid of 
his rider, except by diving head first, and| 
nllows- himself to be steered in any direction 
hia captors may choose. Thus he is brought 
up alongside the canoe, and hoisted into it 
without resistance. • But in playing this little 
game, which seems -so simple, there are se- 
veral things which it is necessaiy to know. 
One of them is, that a turtle iiiflie'water can 
cut a naked man very dangeroiisly with hia 
flippers ; another thing to bo avoided is to 
catch the turtle by the tail. God help the 
man that knows no better than tn[,do so, for 
the jeptilo.in that case will instantly shut his.
